nings of which are quite negotiable for 
use, will help matters. From now hence 
1 fortnightly sowing of French Breakfast 
Radish will be made, merely a thimbleful 
of seed on a little bed a yard square, and 
protected from finches, who flatter them- 
selves that the pungent seeds are for their 
especial benefit. Raphanus caudatus, the 
rat-tailed Radish, sown in April, is worth 
having for its two-feet- long seed pods, 
which, used while young and tender, are 
a toothgome novelty.

FE. dramatic series of events during 
recent months has attracted European 
attention to Manchuria, and the action of 
Japan in occupying virtually the whole of 


© purpose three Chinese provinces has aroused 


universal interest and concern. To under- 
stand clearly the motives underlying Japa- 
nese policy, and how it is at variance with 
the ambitions of other States, one must 
have some idea of the political and 
economic history of Manchuria for the 
past half-century, and realise the extent 
and importance of its resources. For such 
a study the work under review is authori- 
tative and admirable. Colonel Etherton 
was formerly a British Consul-General in 
Chinese Turkestan and Assistant Judge of 
the Supreme Court for China, and he and 
Mr. Tiltman have produced a brilliant 
account of Manchurian conditions. Their 
book is not only an excellent piece of 
work, but it relates a true story that is as 
enthralling as any novel. Holding no 
brief for either country, they set out to 
present impartially the arguments of both 
Chinese and Japanese. 

The natural resources of Manchuria are 
very great, and, with the aid of foreign 
capital and the abundant supply of cheap 
labour available, progress in the past 
twenty years has been considerable. In 
agricultural activity the production of 
the soya-bean and its by-products forms 
the. basis of the country's prosperity, and 
amounts to 60 per cent. of the entire ex- 
ports.

Robert Blatchford. 


Not everybody knows that Mr. Robert 
Blatchford. who has celebrated his eighty- 
first birthday this week, was at one time 
a sergeant in the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

A brush-maker’s apprentice, he ran 
away at the age of eighteen, and, having 
held horses and run errands in London, 
took the Queen’s shilling and joined the 
103rd Royal Bombay Fusiliers. This 
regiment was shortly afterwards reformed, 
and became the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. 

While he was stationed at — Island 
his period of service expired, and he 
showed no hesitation in taking the oppor- 
tunity. He has told much of his early 
regimental days in his autobiography, 
and one does not wonder at his lack of 
hesitation. Life started at six o clock in 
the morning. After half an hour he had 
to be on parade for an hour's hard pack 
drill. Then came breakfast—a pound of 
dry bread and a pint of coffee without 
milk or sugar. At one o'clock dinner, 
consisting, as a rule, of a quarter pound 
of meat in the form of a stew. Tea was 
the last meal in the day, when a pint of 
tea and half a pound of dry bread were 
served. Not even the French Legion of 
sensational romance fares harder than 
that; yet to this training Mr. Blatchford 
ascribes the health and vigour which he 
has always had, and still enjoys. 


Smarter British Officials. 


Mr. Joseph Devlin's recent reference to 
the fact that a candidate for the Northern 
Civil Service had been rejected because 
of his personal appearance reminds me 
that for certain posts in the British Civil 
Service greater attention is paid nowadays 
to personality and physique than in pre- 
war days. At one time the men who 
obtained the highest places in Civil Service 
competitive examinations secured the 
coveted posts. This sometimes resulted 
in the recruitment of most unsatisfactory 
specimen of manhood. Men who wer 
mere bookworms, or had the sponge 
type of memory for mopping up facts arid. 
figures, sometimes top the list. Most of 
these belonged to the C 3 physical 
category. 

The Civil Service Commissioners have 
mow changed their policy in selecting 
candidates for certain appointments... In 
the Customs and Excise, for example, a 
certain number of candidates are declared 
successful as a result of the written 
examination. These men are subsequently 
called before a selection board, where 
their manners, address, attainments.

The Population Clock. 
The census of population in these 


countries is taken every ten years, but in 
America they are so up-to-date that the 
population of the country at any given 
minute of the day can be obtained: This 
is done by means of the population 
clock, surely the most interesting clock 
in the world. It records at every minute 
in the day the estimated total of the popu- 
lation of the whole United States, and it 
registers births, deaths and the arrival and 
— of immigrants. — 
ow is it done? The clock, which is 
kept, by the way, in the United States 
Census Bureau, is geared to record the 
changes which take place in the popula- 
tion. Calculations, based on the frequency 
of births, deaths ‘and departures and 
arrivals have been made and averaged, 
and the clock is geared in accordance with 
these. Thus, in accordance with the com- 
putations of the last census in the United 
States, the clock registers a birth every 
fourteen seconds, and a death every 
twenty-two seconds: The arrival of an 
immigrant. is registered every twelve 
minutes, and the departure of one eve 
seven minutes. Every other event whic 
is likely. to affect the population is shown 
too, and so marvellous is the instrument 


that the approximate population of the 


vast area of the United States can be 
determined at any minute of the day, and 
with a great degree of accuracy.

IRELAND IN LONDON. 


THROUGH THE EYES 
OF AN EXILE, 


From A CornRESPONDENT. 

NE of the most attractive stalls at the 
() British Industries Fair, now being held 

simultaneously in London and Birming- 
ham, is that of the Belleek Company of 
Fermanagh. It is some distance away from 
most of the china or pottery exhibits, and 
is so different that it is a relief from the 
bewildering variety of the wares that they 
show. For some reason or other, however, 
the Belleek designs themselves have not 
altered much in many years. It may be that 
the material of which the vases, cups and 
the like are made lends itself best to mottled 
surfaces and the somewhat rococo manner 
of the basket designs and classical panels.

A BEST-SELLER. 


Mr. Stephen Gwynn's Horace Walpole,”’ 
published a week or two ago, is likely to be 
another best-seller. He said himself that his 
biography of R. N. Scott, of the Antarctic 
expeditions, was his first best-seller. It ap- 
peared at about the same time as his life of 
Sir Walter Scott. Speaking of whom, Dame 
Una Pope Hennessy, another of the Irish in 
London, has just published a sort of bouquet 
of quotations from the Life of Lockhart, 
which is too long for modern taste, though it 
is a most sound and competent study of the 
life of the Scottish novelist. Dame Una may 
prove to have been just in time to catch the 
last of to-day's taste for short biographies;

FATHER OF FREE SPEECH. 


Last week Mr. Isaac Foot, M.P., took the 
first ~~ towards an interesting memorial 
in the House of Commons. It is to com- 
memorate the three hundredth anniversary of 
the death of Sir John Eliot, who is deseri 
as the Father of Free h. Mr. Foot 
wants the memorial—a s-relief panel is 
suggested—to be unveiled on the 27th 
November next, on which day, in 1632, Sir 
John Eliot died in the Tower of London. He 
had been imprisoned with other members of 
Parliament for making speeches against the 
policy of King Charles I. Indeed, some 

uritan members had held the Speaker in 
the chair while Sir John addressed the House 
on a matter which the Speaker had ruled out 
of order. This incident it is proposed to 
illustrate in the panel. 


CHARLES II. 


Charles I. was a wicked king reckoned. 
but he was not as bad as Charles II., says 
an old rhyme. It is remarkable, neverthe- 
less, to trace the growth of art and culture 
under the second Charles. In his lazy way, 
he was a keen amateur of art and learning. 
The Royal Academy was established in his 
reign and under his patronage. He and his 
mistresses and his long-suffering queen were 
painted by the great artists whom he 
attracted to the Court. Indeed, he brought 
back from his wanderings on the Continent 
not only a deep cynicism, but a great respect 
for research, as far as it was known in those 
early days, and a highly cultivated taste. 
Some exquisite tapestries that he bought are 
to be seen in London now, and at the Wal- 
nut Exhibition in Sir Philip Sassoon’s house 
there are displayed many other interesting 
objects of his personal life, as well as that 
LO.U. which leapt into the hewspapers re- 
cently. Many of the walnut loveliest pieces 
of furniture were made in the reign of 
the good and dull Queen Anne, but she, 
poor dear, was not distinguished for her 
taste: Charles II. © swarthy skin 
of a Moor, and had much Moorish blood 
from his maternal side.

Housing in the Free State. 


The Free State Department of Local 
Goverument and Public Health has sent 
a cireular to all local authorities in the 
twenty-six counties, requesting them to 
supply particulars of their housing 
schemes, and informing them officially 
of the provisions of the Housing (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions) Act of 1931. This 
measure marks an important stage in the 
solution of the Free State housing 
problem. It furnishes local authorities 
with fresh powers to clear slum areas, 
and to improve such areas as afe capable 
of betterment without wholesale demoli- 
tion. Since 1922 nearly 25,000 new 
houses have been built in the twenty-six 
counties, under various schemes assisted 


and authorised by the Government. State 
grants have exceeded £2,500,000, while a 
like sum has been provided by local 
authorities.

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British Films. 


Two interesting facts emerge from the 
annual report of the British Cinemato- 
graph Exhibitors’ Association. In the 
first place, British films are gaining an 
increasingly firm hold upon the world of sea moderate, , | 
entertainment. During 1951 there was a . go 
severe shortage of films in the United good ; aea alight. 1 
States, which would have been reproduced 
in these islands if the supply of British 
productions had not been sufficient to 
repair the lack. The total number of 
British films shown was 145—nearly one- 
fourth of the total supply on the market. 
Most of them, according to the exhibitors, 
were excellent. We may modify this 
judgment to read excellent by com- 
parison with the bulk of American 
products ; for British films still have a 
long way to go in the matter of quality. 
Nevertheless, it is pleasant to know that 
the proportion of successful British films 
surpassed the proportion from any other 
country during 1931. In the second place, 
attention is called to a steady decline in 
the patronage of the picture-house. This 
tendency began in 1930, and became more 
and more strongly marked during last 
year. It seems to be due less to any 
change of public taste than to the in- 
creased cost of admission to picture- 
houses and to the general spirit of economy 
in England. The real slump began 
during last November, but exhibitors 
predict that the present year will be the 
worst that they will have known. One 
certain effect of this depression, in their 
view, will be the lowering of film rental 
fees. Their Irish brothers may take heart 
from that prognostication.

ENGINEER’S REPORT ON 
MR. SCALLY’S. DEATH. 


From A Sprgrat CORRESPONDENT. 
ARSEILLES, Friday. 

Mr. L. J. Stanton, the engineer who 
came from Dublin to ascertain the cause 
of the air accident in hich Mr. Manco 
Scally, the Irish airman, lost his life in a 
crash at Berre near here, has completed 
his examination of the wreckage of the 
Comper Swift aeroplane which Mr. 
Scally was flying, and stated to-day that 
it is definite that the accident was not 
due to any mechanical failure; for he 
found no trace of any defect in the 
machine during the course of his investi- 
gations. 
He questioned a number of eye-witnesses 
of the accident; and officers of the Mari- 
time Hydroplane Station here, and states 
that, in his opinion, the crash was 
primarily due to the bad light and the 
pilot's failing to observe soon enough tall 
poplar trees along the edge of the field 
in which he was attempting to land. 
Officers of the Hydroplane Station first 
observed the aeroplane approaching Berre 
in the failing light at about 6.20 p. m. 
and said that it circled the village of 
Berre twice, apparently looking for a 
landing ground, but in the dusk the pilot 
was unable to see the Marignane Aero- 
drome, which is a short distance away on 
the other side of the lake, and attempted 
to Jand in a suitable field about fifty 
yards from the spot where he crashed. 
Several eye-witnesses, continued Mr. 
Stanton, concur that in making a steep 
turn at a height of about fifty feet to get 
through the poplar trees Mr. Scally in- 
advertently turned the aeroplane on its 
back, and from this position it crashed to 
the ground. Mr. Stanton said that from 
an examination of the attitude of the 
machine as it lay on the ground it was 
evident that it must have been upside 
down at, or just before, the moment ot 
impact. The aeroplane, he concluded, 
was a complete “ write-off.” but the 
engine was not too badly damaged and 
would be shipped back to England.

JAPANESE FORCES STILL LANDING 


— — — 


From Revuter’s Cornresronpen rt. 
GENEVA, Friday. 
HE conflict in the Far East was trans- 
ferred to the General Commission of 
the League Assembly this afternoon, when 
Mr, Sato and Dr. Yen, the Japanese and 
Chinese representatives, again brought 
forward their cases in a crowded and 
deeply-thrilled house. 

Dr. Yen read from a telegram just re- 
ceived tragic details of cunditions at the 
iront 

“Our regiments defending Woosung 
were killed to the last man rather than 
surrender, he declared. Foreign eye- 
witnesses saw peasants being forced by 
Japanese at the bayonet point to throw 
the corpses of our soldiers in the river. 

In addition to 35,000 men landed at 
Kuansan, forty miles west of Shanghai, 
Dr. Len further stated, other Japanese 
forces have landed at Pootung, on the 
eastern bank of the Whangpoo, in order 
to strike at the Hangchow region. 
“Japanese military officers make no 
secret of their intention to take the entire 
region between Shanghai and Nanking. 


AN UNFORTUNATE WORD. 


Speaking more vigorously than he has 
yet done before the Assembly, the Chinese 
representative continued, 1 must in 
sist, Mr. President, that you authorise 
the admirals and high neutral military 
officers at Shanghai to see that hostilities 
cease, and that the cessation is main- 
tained until the terms of the armistice 
can be arranged.“ 

Mr. Sato, who had earlier explained 
that the continued hostilities were merely 
skirmishes, due to the exigencies of 
“war,” which word was afterwards 
changed to ‘‘ hostilities,’ declared that 
the reinforcements had been arranged for 
earlier, and their landing was merely a 
natural development of the situation.

, SHANGHAI, Friday. 

Reports from trustworthy Chinese 
sources, both here and in Nanking, re- 
ceived during the day, stated that severe 
fighting was going on between Chinese and 
Japanese forces to the west of Nanhsiang, 
but Japanese military headquarters this 
afternoon officially denied that there had 
been any fighting anywhere since the order 
to cease fire yesterday. 

The Chinese Foreign Minister announced 
to-day that the Chinese troops would con- 
tinue to resist further Japanese attacks. 
He continued, ‘‘ China has never declared 
war against Japan, and while she resisted 
the Japanese attacks she accepted the 
friendly mediation of the Powers. China 
can only discuss and accept terms which 
are compatible with the national dignity, 
are reasonable, and do not prejudice 
China’s sovereign rights. 

The National Government has declared 
that it will not yield under the military 
pressure of Japan, and this policy con- 
tinues. 

In Nantao, the Chinese city, the inhabit- 
ants are filled with alarm by Japanese 
threats to bomb this densely-populated

“TRAVESTY OF JUSTICE.” 


It should here be said that when the
